Suzuki Opens Socialist

Mosaburo Suzuki, chair- 
man of the Socialist Party,

The Japan Antarctic Observa- 

tion Headquarters announced 
last night that attempts to land 
a second wintering team at the 
Japanese Antarctic expedition 
base on Ongul Island have been 
given up and that the expedi- 
tion ship Sova was now heading 
for Japan via Capetown, 
-» The headquarters, in a special 
announcement, disclosed it had 
received word from Manji 
Matsumoto, Soya’s skipper, and 
Dr. Takeshi Nagata, head of the 
expedition, that the plan to air- 
lift the seven-man wintering 
team to Ongul has been aban- 
doned. d 

The headquarters had decided 
only last Saturday to call off 
the Antarctic observation pro- 
gram if the expedition failed to 
transport the wintering team to 
the base by vesterday. 

The Soya left Tokyo last Oct. 
21 on its second trip to the 
Antarctic waters highly confi- 
dent that it would be able to 
fulfill its mission. 

It arrived at 
Dec. 20, last year. 

After being trapped by ice 
packs for nearly two months,

the ship finally was not able 
to approach the Ongul area to 
land the second main wintering 
team although it succeeded in 
rescuing the 1l-man preliminary 
group that had spent.one year 
at the Japamese base. 

Original plans had called for 
the Soya to leave the Antarctic 
for home Feb. 1 after landing a 
20-man main wintering team. 

The Soya had managed to ap- 
proach a site 89 miles from the 
Japanese base on Jan. 8.

Japan Will Get 
4 Sidewinders 


By The Associated Press 

The United States has 
agreed to turn over four 
Sidewinders, an air-to-air 
guided missile, to Japan's 
Air Self-Defense Force, 
a Japanese Defense Agency 
spokesman said yesterday. 

The spokesman said an 
agreement for the turnover 
of the U.S. Navy-made 
plane missile was reached 
between the United States 
and Japan last December. 

He said the exact date of 
delivery has not been 
fixed, But he odded they 
may be delivered some- 
time in July. 

The spokesman refused 
to say how many missiles 
Japan requested, although 
reportedly Japan wants to 
buy 14 Sidewinders during 
1958 fiscal year. 

Availability of the Side- 
winder to Japanese defense 
forces was announced by 
the U.S.-Japan Security Com- 
mittee Dec, 19, last year. 


It is the first American 
missile the Japanese will 
receive.

phase of an economic cycle fol- 
iowing the iatest investment 
boom. 

Comparing the business condi- 
tions in the United States to ill- 
ness of individuals, Jacobsson 
made a rather optimistic diag- 


nosis of American economy on | 
the basis of the following three | 


factors: 1) strength of constitu- 
tion of the patient, 2) how the 
patient is being cared for and, 
S) the patient's behaviors. 

Jacobsson said the American 
economy is far stronger and 
more developed than it was in 
the 1950's. 

As regards the doctor's care. 
he said the American economy 
was being cared for by a very 
good doctor. Hie-éaid that the 
Federal Reserve Svstem was 
maintaining a low bank-rate 
policy and that the Administra- 
tion, too, was pushing its finan- 
cial policy on the basis that the 
national budget could stand de- 
ficits up to $2,000 million.

In Rebuke of the Diet 


Proceedings, Conduct and Speech of Members Need Improvement 


Telecaating of Diet activities 
has proved highly popular. 
Housewives, who are usually in- 
different to polities, watch close- 
ly because it is more iInterest- 
ing than hackneyed TV serials. 
There are many business exe- 
cutives who watch televised Diet 
actions as enthusiastically as 
they do wrestling matches and 
professional ball games on TV. 

One reason for the popular- 
ity of the Diet telecasting is 
that the fiscal 1958 budget bit, 
now before the Diet, contains 
a number of controversial 
issues, which the people fully 
realize are closely connected 
between the budget bill and 
their own household budget. 

Another reason is that inter- 
pellations by the Socialist Oppo- 
sition at the House of Represen- 
tatives Budget Committee meet- 
ings have caused unexpected 
commotion. TV screens vividly 
showed sharp-tongued interpel- 
lators, the sullen look of Cabi- 
net Ministers, particularly of 
Finance Minister Hisato Ichi- 
mada, the heckling and bargain- 
ing between committee chair- 
man and committeemen or the 
sideline assistance given . by 
aides to Cabinet Ministers in re- 
plying to interpellations. 

It also caught election-minded 
Diet members who deliberately 
forced themselves before the TV’ 
cameras in the hope that they 
would be seen, 

Unwieldy Budget 

However, a glance at current 
Diet proceedings shows how 
poorly managed they are.

items as actually happened 
this time. The budget book 
should be made simpler and 


more comprehensible. 
Dull Speeches 


Speeches and interpellations, 
tod, In the Japanese Diet are 
dull and stereotyped. Election- 
eering speeches are no excep- 
tion. Some members yell out 
their points, some make boring 
lectures, and others play with 
words in making interpellations. 
There is no listener appeal in 
their delivery. And the language 
they use in their heckling some- 
times become vulgar and abu- 
sive. 

In the British Parliament 
members of the governing party 
and Opposition sit facing each 
other, unlike in the Diet. Their 
speeches are spiced with humor 
and wit, probably due to differ- 
ences between the Japanese and 
British in their languages and 
national temperament, and 
often sharp political differences 
are ironed out in a burst of 
laughter; 


Questions and answers in the 
Japanese Diet, it seems, are 
mainiy for the purpose of fur- 
thering partisan ends and usu- 
ally add fuel to intensify anta- 
gonisms among political parties. 

Another matter of regret in 
the Diet is the frequent floun- 


dering of dignity and authority 
unworthy of the supreme or- 
gan of the state, 

In this respect, the Bundestag, 
though housed in a simple strac- 
ture, is marked by solemn and 
serious proceedings. A glance 
at the minutes of the Bundestag 
debates shows that the proceed- 
ings are managed in an order 
ly way. 

“In comparison, Japanese Diet 
men, probably tired with attend- 
ing gay parties late into the 
night, are caught napping in the 
chamber, to the disappointment 
of serious-minded students and 
young men and women. 

One last point of criticlsm— 
there is too little contact be- 
tween the Diet and its Hbrary. 
The U.S. Congress -Library is 
world famous as a source of in- 
formation for legislators. 


Jibrary Unused 


At present the Diet library is 
housed in a bullding close to 
the Diet for the use of legisla- 
tors. It is true there is a library 
within the Diet but only a few 
members make use of it. Most 
of them are too busy meeting 
petitioners and barely have 
time to read even the news- 
papers. Japanese Dietmen are 
notorious for not taking the 
trouble to learn about matters 
of their immediate concern as 
legislators—a disgraceful trait 
which should be speedily re- 
medied. 


Japan was the first to estab 
lish parliamentary government 
in Asia, but, at the same time, 
put a blot on its parliamentary 
history with shameful conduct, 
It is generally conceded that 
Japanese parliamentary govern- 
ment is backward by two cen 
turies as compared with Brit- 
ish parliamentarism. 


If Japan hopes to be an ad- 
vanced country of Asia, she 
should try harder to improve 
her Diet debates and practices. 

It is all very well for Diet 
members to try to make the 
TV screen to increase their pop- 
ularity among voters, but there 
seem to be many other spheres 
of activities where their efforts 
are more urgently needed. 


Eisenhower and Hoover

WASHINGTON — Presidents 
Fisenhower and Hoover—28 
years apart but with each fac- 
ing a sliding economy and grow- 
ing unemployment—were not 
only equally optimistic but talk- 
ed in almost identical language. 


On March. 7, 1930 Hoover, 
knee-deep in a mushrooming de- 
pression which was to become 
catastrophic before it got better, 
issued a statement which said: 

“All the evidence indicates 
that the worst effect of the 
(stock market) crash on em- 
ployment will have been pass- 
ect during the next 60 days.” 

On Feb. 12 Eisenhower, con- 
ronted with a deepening reces- 
sion and government statistics 
which showed at least 4% mil- 
lion unemployed, issued a state- 
ment which said: 

“Every indication is that 
March will commence to see the 
start of @ pickup in job oppor- 
tunities. That should mark the 
beginning of the end of the 
downturn in our economy.” 

Hoover had economic advis- 
ers when he made his state- 
ment. Eisenhower, too, has 
economic advisers. He said he 
based his hopes for the future 
on the “best advice I can get, 
and on my own atudy of the 
facts.” 

Not all economists agreed 
with Hoover. Not all econom- 
ists agree with Eisenhower now. 
Not all agreed Hoover was do- 
ing aS much as was needed to 
get the country out of its de- 
pression, Not all agree Elisen- 
hower is doing as much as thev 
think the present recession re- 
quires. 

Economists can disagree hbe- 
cause economics is not an exact 
science. It took a while to de- 
termine Hoover's optimism was 
wrong. It will take a while to 
determine whether Eisenhower's

optimism is right. 

But in his statement Eisen- 
hower pointed to a number of 
steps the Government already 
has taken to nudge the economy 
back up the ladder. And this 
country has more government 
weapons for fighting recession 
than in Hoover's day. 

But Dr. Marcus Nadler, eco- 
nomist of the Hanover Bank 
and New York University, look- 
ed dubijiously at Eisenhower's 
prediction that next month will 
be a possible turning point for 
business and unemployment. He 
said: 

“| question that very serious- 
ly. So far the Government has 
been talking but net doing any- 
thing.” 

And another New York Uni- 
versity economist, Dr. Jules Bo- 
gen, said: “We can’t eliminate 
the cyclical forces by just talk- 
ing them away. We need more 
remedial steps.” 

The latest remedial step by 
Fisenhower was a proposal to 
Congress for a $2,000 million 
program—spread over three to 
five years—for modernizing the 
postal service. 

This would include some 
new post offices, repairs on old 
ones, new machinery, and so 
on. It would mean contracts for 
business and jobs for people. 

Under this plan private in- 
vestors would put up about $1,- 
500 million and the Govern- 
ment the rest. Spread over five 
vears that would come out at 
about $400 million a year. 

It sounds big. But stacked 
up against total construction in 
this country in 1957—around 
$48,000 million—it’s a drop in 
the bucket. Nevertheless Eisen- 
hower, pointing to steps already 
taken, said: 

“If other measures are need- 
ed, | assure you they will be 
proposed—-and in time.”

The Japanese Government 
last Dec. 17 approved “The 
New Long-Range Economic 
Plan”—a five-year economic de- 
velopment scheme drafted. by 
the Economic Deliberation Coun- 
cil, 


This plan, according to the 
preface of the book under re- 
view, “attempts to picture a 
desirable feature of Japan’s 
economy five years hence... 
to provide targets as well as 
criteria to the Government, en- 
terprises and the people at large 
in their efforts toward the at- 
tainment of the goals.” 


A long-range economic plan 
is particularly important for 
Japan, we are told, because of 
the following reasons: 


1, Japan’s working age (15- 
59) population is expected to in- 
crease at the annual average 
rate of 1.9 per cent during the 
coming five years. This calls 
for efforts to raise the rate of 
nation’s economic growth to 
make jobs available for the 
growing number of workers and 
also for underemployed persons. 

2. There is an urgent need 
for planned expansion of basic 
industries and the reinforce- 
ment of equipment and faciliti- 
ties in these industries must be 
carried out under long-range 
programs instead of short-term, 
stop-gap measures hastily taken 
after bottlenecks, especially in 
transportation and energy sup- 
ply, have presented themselves 
as was often the case in the 
past, : 

3. A well-charted plan is es- 
sential if a stable growth of na- 
tional economy is to be main- 
tained. Japanese economy has 
been subjected to frequent 
boom and bust cycles due to 
the lack of long-range plan- 
ning. 

The targets given in this 195S8- 


62 program are ali ambitious 
ones: 


1. An annual rate of econo- 
mic growth of 6.5 per cent from 
the computed base value for 
fiscal 1956. If this is accom- 
plished as scheduled, the gross 
national product in fiscal 1962 
will be 40 per cent more than 
in fiscal 1956. Per capita con- 
sumption expenditure during 
the final year of the five-year 
period would increase 38 per 
cent aS compared with 1956. 
The growth rate envisaged is 
“exceedingly high”’—twice the 
rate of most European coun- 
tries. 


2. Such a rapid economic 
growth is possible only on con- 
dition that exports are boost- 
ed remarkably. The five-year 
plan envisages an 82 per cent 
increase in export in the final 
year as compared with the ac- 
tual export figures registered 
in fiscal 1956. In terms of 
money, Japan will have to ex- 
port $4,730 million in 1962, 
which means that her exports 
must be boosted at the rate of 
more than double that of other 
countries of the world. 

3. During the five-year 
period, more than 28 per cent 
of the gross national product 
must be ploughed back into in- 
vestments, This again calis for 
unusual efforts for savings— 
almost 50 per cent more than 
in most other countries whose 
saving rate is around 20 per 
cent. 

4. In order to boost the na- 
tion’s industry, the blood ves- 
sels feeding the national econo- 
my must be strengthened. The 
pian calls for the reinforcement 
of, in particular, trunk lines of 
the railway system and build- 
ing and modernizing of roads 
and highways. Means must be 
provided to aneet the sharp in- 
crease in energy demand, which 
is estimated to total, in 1962, 
56 per cent more than in 1956. 

5. Heavy and chemical in- 
dustries centering on the metal 
and machinery industries are 
given priority in the develop- 
ment program, with their ex- 
pansion estimated at 8&2 per 
cent in the final year as com- 
pared with fiscal 1956, 


G. If these ambitious plans 
are accomplished, Japanese in- 
dustries would be able to give 
jobs to five million new work- 
ers during the five years. 


The New Long-Range Econ- 
omic Plan of Japan consists of 
three parts: Part I, Basic Ideas; 
Part If, Contents of the Plan 
and Part Ill, Reports of Spe- 
cialized Committees. The spe- 
cialized committees are on in- 
dustry, energy, agriculture, con- 
struction and transportation, 
employment, national life, trade 
and finance and banking. 

Apparently compiled in haste, 
the English version leaves 
much to be desired in regard to 
translation and proof -reading.

Decline, Progress or Both? 


PARIS—In the very midst of 
the senseless, perilous Franco- 
Tunisian crisis, it may seem un- 
timely to search for first causes. 
Yet it is not good enough, either, 
to say that everybody goes mad 
sometimes, and leave it at that. 

France's terrible difficulties in 
North Africa, like Britain's les- 
ser difficulty in Cyprus, are the 
ultimate result of the most in- 
teresting, least studied great 
change in this era of great 
changes. It is a change that has 
only occurred among the West- 
ern democracies, and it has no 
past precedent. 


In brief, the subjection of . 


weaker nations by stronger na- 
tions has been going on_unceas- 
ingly since the beginhing of 
what we like to ¢all civilization. 
The dawn site in the known 
story of civilization is immem- 
orial Jericho. Most ancient 
Jericho, which probably flour- 
ished toward the end of the ice 
age, has a strong defensive wall. 
The implications of the wall are 
obvious. 

As far as is knowh, moreover, 
no one seems to have questfon- 
ed the rightness of one nation 
subjecting another nation, until 
the era of the first great religi- 
ous teachers 500 years before 
Our Lord. From Buddha and 
Confucius onward, the men 
who spoke of good and evil 
were decidedly anti-imperialist. . 

> * >. 


But in this respect at least, 
the great religions never con- 
vinced the majority of those 
who thronged their temples and 
cathedrals. Until the end of the 
18th, century, or thereabouts, 
any nation that was strong 
enough to subject another na- 
tion rarely hesitated to do s0; 
and the cause of the hesitation 
was never moral. 

“It serves our interests,” was 
a perfectly satisfactory justifica- 


tion of imperialism until the | 


great change started. This was 
in the last century, when the 
imperialists began to say of 
their subjects. “We only sub 
ject them for their good.” ‘The 
change had some odd con- 
sequences, such as virtuous 
Queen Victoria's angry demands 
for the bloodiest possible meas- 
ures to suppress the Indian mu- 
tiny, for the Indians’ “own 
ood.” 


For another century or there- 
abouts, the imperialist nations 
had the self-confidence or thick- 
hided smugness (take your own 
choice) to drown the first signs 
of dissidencé among their sub- 
jects in floods of their subjects’ 
blood, always “for their own 
good.” But it was the death 
knell of Western imperialism 
when the democratic empires 
began to feel a queasy distaste 
for expedient massacres. 

> * > 


The other explanation of the 
end of democratic imperialism 
is that “you cannot defeat the 
new nationalism of the modern 
age.” It is obviously silly non- 
sense, as any one ought to be 
able to see after the bloody 
tragedy in Hungary. Any Nna- 
tion that has the power to do 
so,,and is willing to commit a 
massacre when nocessary, can 
hold another nation in subjec- 
tion, in our age as in the past. 

But one nation cannot hold 
another nation in subjection if 
it is onlv willing to make war 
on its subjects “legally” and ac- 
cording to a set of rules. The 
dissidents may be a smal! minor- 
itv, as the French maintain the 
Algerian rebels are a minority 
today. Great forces may be de- 
ployed against the rebels, as the 
French have done. But no 
amount of force or toughness or 
determination will bring success 
as long as the mere wretense is 
maintained that “law-abiding 
subjects” are safe. 

As long as this is the theory,

Weat- 
erners are too soft-spoken, now- 
adaye, ever to say forthrightly. 
“If we want to keep these peo- 
ples in subjection, we must com- 
mit an occasional massacre; and 
if we don’t want to commit an 
occasional massacre, we must 
set these peoples free.” 

National failures to face facts 
always lead to highly irrational 
and immensely costly compro- 
mises. And precisely because 
these compromises are costly 
and irrational, they produce 
such episodes as the Franco- 
Tunisian crisis.

Showa Dogs 
To the Editor: 

May we take this opportunity 
of saying, through your esteem- 
ed newspaper, how very thank- 
ful we are that the Japanese 
Antarctic expedition headquar- 
ters have radioed instructions 
to the Soya to make all possible 
efforts to save the 15 Karafuto 
dogs left on Showa Base. 

A good deal has been said and 
written about the fate of these 
dogs. Your editorial of today 
(Feb. 20) perhaps the most 
sensible comment to date and 
it does encourage us to believe 
that when cases of this kind 
are brought to light the Japa- 
nese people are only too will- 
ing to help. We had little 
doubt that the authorities con- 
cerned would save the dogs if 
they could and it is obviously 
wrong to condemn the Antarc- 
tic expedition without first ex- 
amining all the facts, just as 
obviously it would be wrong 
to needlessly risk the lives of 
the brave men who are winter- 
ing in this desolate region. 

We would like to suggest, 
however, that if it is decided 
that the dogs cannot be rescu- 
ed it would be only humane to 
make some attempt to destroy 
them as painlessly and as quick- 
ly as possible. We are prepar- 
ed to donate sufficient quanti- 
ties of a mercy-killing drug to 


give these noble animals a 
peaceful end.* 
This, we feel, is not only 


humane but also necessary to 
show the world that the Japa- 
nese people are not as callous- 
ly cruel as ceftain of the more 
lurid letters which have recent- 
ly appeared would suggest. 

In conclusion, we would like 
to thank all those who have 
written or spoken to us about 
this problem, and reassure 
them that we are as devoted 
as ever to the cause of prevent- 
ing cruelty to animals.
